Francisco Leon De la Barra was 
in office only a few days after Por- 
firio Diaz was deposed from power 
‘through: Madero’s political Plan of 
San Luis Potosi, May 26, 1911.

6 for the term ending November 
30, 1915, but was driven from office 
and ted on February 22, 
1913, during a local revolutionary 
movement in Mexico City, headed 
by Gens. Felix Diaz, a nephew of 
the former President, and Victo- 
riano Huerta. 

Huerta made himself President 
after having arrested the members 
of Congress and on October 10, 
1913, assumed complete control of 
the judicial and legislative powers. 
Huerta was overthrown by the Plan 
de Guadalupe which started the 
Venustiano Carranza revolution late 
in 1913. Obregon was One of Carran- 
za’s foremost lieutenants, together 
with the late Gen. Francisco Villa.

CARRANZA’S TENURE 


The Carranza regime ended with 
the Sonora revolt of 1920, in which 
the Liberal Constitutionalist party 
established Adolfo De la Huerta, 
Governor of Sonora, as provisional 
President of Mexico. Carranza him- 
self was driven from the capital 
and shot while he slept in a house 
in the hills of Vera Cruz. 

His demise left the field clear for 
De la Huerta, Obregon and Calles. 
In 1920 Gen. Obregon was elected 
President of Mexico. Both De la 
Huerta and Calles being given posts 
in his Cabinet. The De la Huerta 
revolt of 1923-24 followed. The 
Huertaistas were defeated and their 
leader became an exile in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Later in 1924 Geh. Calles was 
elected to supersede Obregon, and 
for the first time in decades a Mex- 
ican President followed another into 
office in peaceful sequence.

Buying Only Moderate With 
Prices Unchanged 


Lead Tends to Improve; Zinc 
Deadlock Noted 


Copper Rules Strong Despite 
Production Gain

Another week of moderate buying 
with no price changes has featured 
‘he metal market. The copper de- 
mand is largely for Immediate ship- 
ment at 14%. cents f.o.b. refinery, 
lead quiet at 6.30 with a tendency 
to improve and zinc a little above 
its average in sales with a 6.20 f.0.b. 
St. Lonis price with 6.25 asked for 
futures. 

An advance in the lead price Is 
generally expected, although there ts 
nothing of a material nature in the 
statistics that would indicate or jus- 
It is expected that the 
stocks of lead are lowered after the 
larger deliveries of June, but this 
will not be in sufficient amount to 
cause any anxiety on the part of the 
buyers as to their ability to get the 
metal they need. 

The zinc market !s suffering from 
a wave of pessimism and this con- 
dition prevails not only in the Unit- 
ed States but abroad. The technical 


position of zinc is not bad, but there | 


is a certain stubborness to the mar- 
ket which prevents it loosening up. 
There is a resistance to buying at 
‘asked prices and a resistance to any 
selling at lower prices. The zinc in- 
custry as a whole is not making an 
edequate profit and the buyers seem 
to be unwilling that it should. 


TRIANGULAR DEADLOCK 


The zinc situation is in the nature 
ct a triangular deadiock between 
the producers, the smelters and the 
_ buyers with the consumers resisting 
|further advance of the price. Ore 
‘tn the Joplin district is on a $40 
basis, which is as low as the mines 
will sell for. On this price the smel- 
ters are gctting an unsatisfactory 
price for the metal. The mine shut- 
downs over the holidays in the Jop- 
lin district may have some effect 
op the zinc situation as some of the 
mines stayed shut down much long- 
er than the usual two days and it is 
figured that about 7000 tons’ produc- 
tion will be cut off. 

The time has not yet arrived when 
tuyers of copper in quantity can be 
expected in the market as the 
sales of May and June stocked them 
well ahead and the sales that are 
being made ars from those who 
failed to fully cover requirements or 

who underestimated their needs. 
Thus the sales are small, as is the 
_emount of copper available for such 
| Sales. 
| The increflse in the Anaconda 
_ dividend from a $3 to a $4 annual 
rete bespeaks the trend of earnings 
in the copper-mining industry. After 
many false starts copper prices have 
finally worked up to a level that 
permits of a fair profit to producers 
without working hardship on con- 
sumers. Fundamentally the copper 
situation is just as sound as it was 
before the price advance started. 

There has been an increase in 
mine, smelter and refinery produc- 
tion during the month of June and 
it is expected that this will show 
the copper statistics a little less fa- 
vorable for the producers with an 
increase in surplus stocks, but it 
will have no effect on the situation. 
The time. has come when an ad- 
vance in production can be safely 
taken although the effect of in- 


to | creased surplus may be that buyers 


will hold off to see if the market 
will weaken. 

The present extent of European 
sales of copper is somewhat shown 
by comparison with ten years ago. 
In 1918 the United States exports 
of copper totaled 322,123 tons. In 
1927 the exports totaled 544,461 tons. 
When it is considered that the mis- 
sion of copper to Europe ten years 
ago was for destruction, while its

COPPER PRICE POLICY 

The interview of C. F. Kelly, pres- 
ident of Anaconda, with a repre- 
sentative of a German metal jour- 
nal, has clarified the price-policy 
situation with regard to foreign cop- 
ner, as some believed that it was the 
intention of the export association 
to stabilize the price at a reasonable 
level, while others believed that 
it was the intention to get “all the 
traffic would bear.” 

In effect Mr. Kelly stated that it 

was no part of the price policy of 
the export association to exploit the 
consumer, that it was strictly an 
economic problem of costs and rea- 
sonable profits and that it was far 
mofe the intention to stimulate the 
more extensive use of the metal by 
maintaining a reasonably low sta- 
bilized price than to take any ad- 
vantage of the European selling mo- 
nopoly which the export-selling or- 
ganization now has.

Agreement between the European 
and American zinc producers was 
within the range of possibility and 
the recent uderstanding among 
themselves of the European zinc| 
producers would contribute to an in- 
ternational understanding. He said,. 
however, that, in order to be effec- 
tive, regulation must apply both to 
crude zine and electrolytic zinc.

INDEX RISING 


Average Return on Group of Industrials Sharply Up 
Since Recent Slump on Market 


This interesting observation on 
the investment position of common 
stocks represents no rough calcula- 
tion, but is based on the average 
monthly yield for thirty-three in- 
dustrial common stocks as figured 
by the Standard Statistics 
pany, Inc. The index reached its 
low for all time at 4.36 in May and 
the yield for June was lifted to 4.53 
per cent by the market's fall.

ASSASSINATION OF OBREGON 

The assassination yesterday of Gen. 
Alvaro Obregon, President-elect of Mex- 
ico, is more than a disaster to the coun- 
try he had so long loved and served. 
His death from any cause would have 
been a grave loss to all Latin America, 
to the United States and to the world 
cause of friendly international relations 
of which he was a powerful exponent. 


‘His end at the hand of a skulking as- 


sassin is a blow at civilization, the sinis- 


‘ter effects of which Mexico will feel for 
generation. 


In the peaceful succession of this ad- 
ministrator of proved capacity was the 
best hope for the development of Mex- 
ico to her rightful place among the 
family of nations; in hig murder in a 
peculiarly atrocious manner this hope is 
dashed to earth, and a crisis is precipi- 
tated, the effects of which none can fore- 
see. Fortunately for Mexico, the streog 
hand of President Calles remains at the 
helm and, whatever the ultimate out- 


\ come, he may be depended on to do his 


utmost to preserve peace. 

Gen. Obregon, like President Calles, 
was a stanch friend of the United 
States; his friendship and sincere desire 
for closer political and commercial re- 
lations with the American people had 
and the 
American people had been looking for- 
ward to the consolidating, during the 
next six years, of that mutual spirit of 


cordiality which, under Calles, has been 
developing so rapidly in the last year, 


or 60. 


For Mexico the consequences of this. 


mad and cowardly act will be even more 
deplorable. After years of revolt and 
revolution that country was appar- 
ently assured an orderly continuance of 
the regime from which it has received so 
much benefit, the solution of remaining 
revolutionary problems, a rapid develop- 
ment of stable political institutions, and 
economic prosperity. 
Whatever cause or grievance, real or 
fancied, mpted the assassin to riddle 
with pistol bullets a defenseless man 
will, of course, be in no way furthered 
or aided by his action. Assassinations 


‘lare always futile; there is no record of 


any which accomplished any good re- 
sult, and though they have made 
changes in the course of history they 
have seldom been in the direction 
sought. The slaying of Obregon, who 
came as near being the real and free 
choice of the Mexican people for their 
chief executive as any man could under 
the circumstances, will cause a revulsion 


against whatever faction the slayer rep- || 


resented and is more likely to result in 
its extirpation than in making it more 


popular. 

That the assassination was not unfore- 
seen. detracts nothing from its horror. 
At least half a dozen attempts upon his 
life have been made in the past year, the 
most outstanding being that of last 
November when two bombs were thrown 
at his automobile. Obregon, on this oc- 
casion, escaped unscathed. Four per- 
sons were shot as responsible for the at- 
tack, and it was hoped that the plots 
against him had been frustrated. De- 
spite these efforts to put him out of the 
way, his great personal courage pre- 
vented elaborate efforts to protect him. 
He would not surround himself with the 
guards who doubtless could have saved 
hig life on the occasion when the at- 
tempt was successful. His contempt of 
danger to himself proved as costly as it 
was admirable. 

The brightest side of this black chap- 
ter is the fact that President Calles is 
still in the chair and will continue to 
direct the destinies of Mexico for some 
months at least. His term does not ex- 
pire until December, and in the circum- 
stances it may be found necessary for 
him to continue in office beyond that 
time. His first efforts, doubtless, will be 
directed toward ferreting out the higher- 
ups behind the plot and to the suppres- 
sion of any revolt which the slaying 
might inspire.

Neither 
of the aristocracy nor of the mob, his un- 
swerving efforts for even-handed justice 
to all alike earned for him bitter enmity 
among the self-seeking of both classes. 
To their enmity and their threats 
against his persona] safety he paid no 
heed, contenting himself with the ut- 
most effort of which he was capable for 
-ae greatest good to the gréatest num- 

Bitterly hated as Obregon was among 
the fanatics of many factions, he was as 
sincerely loved by the most of his peo- 
ple. He was said to have had the largest 
personal acquaintance of anyone in Mex- 
ico and his death will be felt as a per- 
sonal loss to more of his countrymen 
than that of any other man. 

With Mexico as a nation, the United 
States joins in mourning the passing of 
one who realized, as did few better, the 
significance to both great sister republics 


of friendship and community of ideals.

Fines Levied on 
Forest Smokers 


With three forest fires having 
caused great damage, mostly to 
watersheds, in Angeles and Santa 
Barbara national forests, it was re-

TRIUMPH 


Coates Offers Spirited 
Rendering of Tschaikowsky 
“Fourth” at Bowl 


BY EDWIN SCHALLERT 

The Russian to the Russian! It is 
perhaps a natural gravitation! In 
any event it was a meaningful one 
last evening when Albert Coal, 
—environmentally of the Slav—._ 
conducted Tschaikowsky’s Fourth 
Symphony. The production of this 
work with the Hollywood Bowl Or- 
chestra was a summit among his 
interpretations. The swiftly mov- 
ing tones of the plucked strings 
(pizzicatti) during the third move-° 
ment, and the onrushing tempo of 
the finale were triumphant. It was 
as distinct a pleasure to hear these 
two sections of the work given un- 
der his baton, as any during sev- 
eral seasons. The second movemeni 
too, was eloquently rendered. 

Coates’s Tschaikowsky presenta- 
tion stamped itself as the exception- 
pal feature of the first concert of 
his final week at the Bowl. Two 
excerpts from the opera, “Tsar Sal- 
tan,” by Rimsky-Korsakow—as light 
contrast—were also played, and the 
tone poem, “Death and Transfigura- 
tion,” by Richard Strauss, out the 
Fourth Symphony drew the must 
applause. The overture to “The 
Marriage of Figaro” (Mozart) was 
gracefully presented as an opctuing 
number. 

The concert drew an unusually 
large audience. A warm, pdleasant 
night, perhaps partly explains this. 
An estimate might place the at- 
tendance at close to 10,000. Coates 
was enthusiastically applauded for 
his. Tschaikowsky rendition. The 
.@udience approved very decidedly 
the second and third movements. 


Coates’s reading of Strauss’s 
“Death and Tra tion” wWAs 
marked by sensitiveness . for its 


finer musical values, but did not al- 
ways conceal the work's deficiencies. 
There are plenty of banalities in 
nearly any Strauss composition and 
they need glossing over. I felt 
especially aware of them at times 
in listening to his famous transcen-
